ANNOUNCED BY 
CO, FARM AGENT 


M. T. Hartman Hopes 


To Interest Farm- 


ers In Reduc- 


tions. 


PLAN TO RAISE 


PRICES OF BOTH 


Adams county has been desig- 


nated as one of twenty-one counties 
in the state with sufficient produc- 
tion to be interested in the corn- 
hog plan of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, M. T. Hart- 
man, farm agent, announced to- 
day. 


The purpose of the conn-hog plan 


is to restore a balance between pro- 
duction and actual demand for com 
and hogs that will raise the prices 
of these commodities to their pre- 
war levels in relation to the prices 
of things farmers buy. Altogether 
the maximum reduction payments 
during the next 15 months under 
this plan amount to approximately 
$350,000,000. 


In order that Adams county farm- 


ers may learn about the corn-hog 
plan, Mr. Hartman suggests that 
any farmer interested write, phone 
or call at the office in the court 
house. 


Plans Meetings 


Educational meetings will be held 


in various communities throughout 
the county depending upon the in- 
terest that is shown in the corn-hog 
plan. 


A farmers'organization will beset 


up to conduct- the-cQEB-hog program 
similar to the county wheat produc- 
tion control association. 


Any farmer who raises three or 


more litters of pigs a year and 
grows ten or more acres of corn is 
eligible to enter into a 
contract 


with, the secretary of agrriculture. 


Plan Is Outlined 


The producer agrees to reduce 


in 1934 the number pf litters far- 
rowed on the farm 25 per cent be- 
low the annual average number of 
litters farrowed in the two-year 
baee period, December 1, 1931, to 
December 1, 1933, and to reduce 
the number of hogs produced for 
market from 1934 litters 25 per cent 
below the annual average number 
of hogs produced for market from j 
litters farrowed during the past 
two-year period. 
The producer 


agrees not to increase the number 
of feeder pigs bought over-the av- 
erage number of feeder pigs bought 
during the two-year base period. 


Would Cut Acreage 


The producer agrees to reduce 


the corn acreage on the farm he 
will operate in. 1934 not less than 
20 per cent below the average acre- 
age planted in 1932 and 1933 or by 
any amount in excess of 20 per 
cent, but the corn reduction pay- 
ment shal" be made only on a 
number of acres not in excess of 30 
per cent of the two-year average. 
With a reduction in corn acreage 
the producer agrees not to Increase 
in 1934 other basic crops grown on 
the farm over that acreage grown 
in 1932 or 1933. whichever is high- 
er.

the Biglerville borough CWA sur-

today announced that the work 


has been completed. 
The survey 


was made in seven days by 15 em- 
ployes of the CWA office in Bigler- 
ville. 


The surveyors interviewed 182 


families- in the borough, and found 
a total population of 664 persons. 
Of, the 182 families, 123 live in then- 
own homes and 59 are renters. They 
also found 135 children of school 
age and 64 children of pre-school 
age. 


In the rural survey which com- 


prised an area within a two-mile 
radius uf Biglerville, Lite CWA enr^ 
ployes listed 137 families of which 
96 own their own homes and 41 are 
renters. The population within the 
area was found 576, with 159 school 
Children. 
In the two-mile radius are 104 


farms and 32 lots, with a total 
acreage of 7,144, of which 1,024 is in 
orchards,' 4,956 in farm land; 343 
acres of meadow land and 516 acres 
in woodland. The survey also re- 
vealed 240 horses, 635 cattle and 11,- 
000 chickens.
